School board settles lawsuit with 
former assistant superintendent

Former Chinook's Edge em¬ 
ployee, Wayne Poncia, who had 
filed a lawsuit against the board 
has settled. 

Board chair, Roy Brassard 
confirmed Wednesday, that a 
wrongful dismissal suit that 
was served to the board at about 
this time last year, is over. 

"The lawsuit has been set¬ 
tled, but one of the conditions 
was the settlement be kept con¬ 
fidential," said Brassard. There¬ 
fore, no details of the package 
were released. 

On Dec. 10, 1998, there was 
a court hearing schedule for 
Dec. 14. It is not known if that 
meeting ever took place, how¬ 
ever it was a month later, on 
Jan. 29, that a discontinuance 
was filed in court with consent 
from both parties involved in 
the suit. 

Poncia, a former assistant 
superintendent was the plain¬ 
tiff in the case which was filed 
with the Court of Queens 


Bench, Civil Division. Poncia, 
had begun his employment with 
the board as a school teacher in 
Red Deer County school divi¬ 
sion. After the amalgamation 
of Red Deer County and Moun¬ 
tain View County School 
Boards in 1995, Poncia was 
appointed to the position of 
assistant superintendent. 

During a time of great tur¬ 
moil at Chinook’s Edge in late 

1997, questions began to un¬ 
fold about the future of Poncia's 
position. 

Late in that year, the board 
made a motion to accept the 
official resignation of Poncia. 
However, a few weeks later, 
legal counsel to the school board 
had recommended that the mo¬ 
tion to accept the resignation 
be rescinded, and in lieu, a mo¬ 
tion be made to terminate his 
employment. 

That motion prompted the 
suit which was filed on Jan. 19, 

1998. He was asking for a more 
than $80,000. According to 
Poncia's statement, this 
amounted to 12 months salary, 


special damages, losses, and 
costs. 

Poncia had also claimed 
mental stress had been in¬ 
flicted. 

In the statement of defence, 
Chinook's Edge had stated that 
it completely denied all of the 
allegations set out in the claim, 
it also denied that it had con¬ 
ducted itself in an inappropri¬ 
ate manner. The defence state¬ 
ment also insisted that the dol¬ 
lar amount being claimed for 
was "both inappropriate and 
excessive." 

Susan Denischuk, who had 
been the chair of the board at 
the time Poncia was dismissed 
was appointed the officer who 
would represent the board dur¬ 
ing the lawsuit. After the elec¬ 
tion, Stuart Little, who had 
served on the original board, 
was appointed officer. 

Recently appointed superin¬ 
tendent, Herb Fader has said 
that it is time to move past the 
hardships of the old board, and 
look forward to the future of 
the new board.

The county office is sched¬ 
uled for $12,000 in renovations. 

"Were looking at council 
chambers and how we can make 
it more functional," said 
Harold Johnsrude, county 
commissioner. 

He continued to explain that 
the current set up was not 
very "public friendly." There 
are often public hearings held 
in the chambers and when 
there is an issue that draws 
some attention, there is often 
no room for the members of 
the public to sit and people are 
having to stand through the 
whole meeting. 

People who have attended 
some of those meetings have 
even made comments to ad¬ 
ministration indicating the 
comfort level of the chambers. 

The renovations had been 
discussed among councillors 
both informally and during 
their annual workshop, and 


many councillors agreed the 
changes were required. 

Besides those concerns, 
Johnsrude also pointed out 
that when the building was 
constructed, in 1961, there 
was no consideration made to 
handicapped access or making 
the building easier for senior's 
to access. 

They would also like to look 
into future mechanical and 
electrical upgrades that may 
be needed throughout the 
building. Energy efficiency will 
also be examined. 

Johnsrude said, "We feel 
renovation costs should be able 
to come from existing funds." 
He explained that the money 
has been set aside in the form of 
per capita grant money from 
the province in a reserve.

He said that he had been listening to pre budget preamble 
indicating that there would be no new spending, and didn't get 
his hopes up. 

"We were counting on a one per cent increase, and we weren't 
even sure we'd get that." 

In fact, the board has set out their preliminary numbers in 
their own budget based on that one per cent increase. However, 
at the school board's last meeting, trustees discussed what 
would happen if the increase, even though they felt it was 
doubtful. 

"We've already agreed it would go directly into the class¬ 
room," said Brassard. 

The three year plan for the province shows another two per 
cent planned for next year, and yet another two per cent the 
year following. 

Minister Stockwell Day, also announced a three per cent 
increase to special needs students across the province, with 
two more per cent next year and another two per cent the year 
after that. Yet another pleasant surprise, says Brassard. 

"That was an area we've been very concerned about... We feel 
there is still room for improvement, but we feel it will help 
tremendously," said Brassard. 

Day announced Thursday a new program in education, 
which Brassard also supports. It is a school performance 
incentive program which will provide added funds to school 
jurisdictions based on how well they achieve improvement 
targets. Individual boards and the province will set improve¬ 
ment targets specifically for their board based on past history 
of achievement. If a board achieves the targets set out, they will 
be eligible for an addition two to four per cent of their human 
resource budget. 

In addition, those school boards that achieve their goals will 
receive additional funding in 2000/2001. 

According to Day's speech, "Schools will not compete against 
each other, but against themselves." 

Brassard says this program will encourage jurisdictions to 
work wholeheartedly together for the benefit of the their 
student body. 

"We believe we need to hold our schools and ourselves more 
accountable to the public," said Brassard. And, he believes the 
incentive program is one way of accomplishing that. 

Brassard also noted that he was pleased that the additional 
funding being put into education was not specifically earmarked 
for focused areas, but rather was a general infusion. He sees this 
as the province putting out a trusting hand to the education 
system. 

"I believe that is a vote of confidence of school board in general," 
he said. 

There is also money in the provincial budget to address 
population growth. According to Day, last year 55,000 people 
moved from out of province to Alberta. He said, the province 
acknowledges that this influx of people is putting pressure on the 
education system, and other priority programs. Therefore, there 
is $50 million in the budget just to address this issue. 

Chinook's Edge has experienced growth each year, and are 
feeling the pinch especially in areas like Sylvan Lake. 

The budget also sets aside $26 million for special health needs 
in the schools. 

Chinook's Edge superintendent, Herb Fader, was in Edmonton 
the day after the budget was announced meeting with the Minister 
of Education's office along with other superintendents from across 
the province, to work out the details of the new spending.

Marc supports reinvestment, but 
says it should be controlled

Richard Marz, Olds/Dids- 
bury/Three Hills MLA, says al¬ 
though he is pleased with the 
provincial budget released last 
week, he has some reservations 
about the budgets of the future. 

"The only resistance I have is 
that when we put money in 
pressure spots, we sometimes 
lose sight of where there needs 
to be reform." 

Marz spoke specifically about 
health care in the province. 

”1 feel strongly that health 
care needs reform," said Marz. 

He says he is determined to 
make sure that money isn't just 
being spent on the programs, 
but is being spent wisely and 
effectively. 

"Simply adding money to what 
it currently looks like today is 
not a sustainable option," he 
said. 

Marz sat in legislature as 
Stockwell Day, a member of 
his own caucus read the high¬ 
lights of the budget. He said 
that as he heard the plans, 


which he had input into, he 
felt proud that the govern¬ 
ment had accomplished what 
they had set out to do in al¬ 
most all of the areas of provin¬ 
cial spending. He especially 
pointed to the debt repayment 
plan that was set in course 
when his government was 
elected. 

Marz says it is for that very 
reason that Albertans will be 
getting a break on their taxes 
in the coming years. 

The three year plan is to 
phase out the current tax 
structure, whereby there are 
specific income tax brackets. 
They plan to phase in a one 
level taxation, where every¬ 
one would pay a flat tax, how¬ 
ever low income families will 
have increased level of exemp¬ 
tion. The ideal is that in three 
years time, any family earn¬ 
ing less than $30,000 would be 
taken off the tax roll alto¬ 
gether. He adds that this is an 
area that especially affect the 
seniors of the province. 


Marz is especially proud of 
this area of the budget. He 
says that Day has sent a copy of 
the plan to the federal govern¬ 
ment for them to review. 

"I hope by the time next fed¬ 
eral budget rolls around next 
year, they've had a chance to 
look at it," he said. 

Marz said that the plan could 
work well on more than just a 
provincial level. 

He supports each department 
of government, on each level, 
working within a three year 
plan. He says that he feels this 
is why there are balanced budg¬ 
ets, while increasing spending 
on programs. 

All in all, Marz says the 
budget was one that he feels 
pride in. 

"I think this is going to be a 
difficult budget for the opposi¬ 
tion to criticize." 

Although he suspected that 
the government might be ac¬ 
cused of handing down such a 
budget close to an election call, 
he sees it otherwise. 


Town applies to redesignate land purchase

Development on land pur¬ 
chased recently by the town 
raised some questions among 
the property's neighbors. 

At a public hearing last week, 
the Town of Didsbury made ap¬ 
plication to rezone about ten 
acres of land near the north 
edge of town, which they had 
purchased from the Moyle Es¬ 
tate. The town was applying to 
have the land zone to light in¬ 
dustrial from residential. 

The rezoning beckoned ques¬ 
tions from neighbors. 

Jason Speer, who lives adja¬ 
cent to the property lines said, "I 
am opposed to the idea of 
rezoning... I'm not sure how it 
would affect my property value." 

Another neighbour Cheryl 
Dingman said that although she 


was not outright opposed to the 
redesignation, but she also won¬ 
dered how it would affect her 
property value when industrial 
type buildings were built next to 
her. Dingman also asked about 
tax consequences. 

Town development officer, 
Robert Wigg, said that he the 
zoning the town was seeking 
would allow such developments 
as light repair shops, warehous¬ 
ing, manufacturing, 

veterinarian, etcetera. 

"It is designed to have a low 
impact on its surrounding," said 
Wigg. He added, "It is very diffi¬ 
cult to state what may or may 
not devalue a property." 

Wigg said in fact, that there 
is a possibility it could increase 
the value because of proximity 
to services. 


Another issue that neighbors 
had concerns about was the 
visual aspect of light industrial, 
as well as a noise concern. 

Wigg said that if the property 
was rezoned, the Municipal De¬ 
velopment Commission could re¬ 
quire as part of a development 
agreement, considerations in re¬ 
gards to those concerns. 

For instance, a sound berm 
could be built to prevent noise 
travel off of an industrial prop¬ 
erty. Also, landscaping consid¬ 
erations could be worked into 
the agreements to make the 
property attractive. 

Wigg said architectural con¬ 
trol can also limit the effect that 
such developments will have 
on surrounding neighbors. 

He cited the example of the 
Westward Parts building and 


light industrial area. Because 
of trees, and distance regula¬ 
tions, there is little to no effect 
on neighbors. 

Wigg said, "We want to 
make sure it is a quality devel¬ 
opment without affect on sur¬ 
rounding property." 

He added that just because 
the town owns the property, 
they do have to follow all of 
the same steps as a private 
developer by having their 
plans approved by the Munici¬ 
pal Planning Commission 
which has members-at-large 
serving. 

One of the adjacent property 
owners noted that because of 
the location of the purchased 
land, close to the Memorial Com¬ 
plex, and the lawnbowling club, 
and other residential land, there 


might be better uses for it than 
light industrial. 

"It seems to me that it is a 
perfect piece of land for residen¬ 
tial," she said. 

Wigg acknowledged the con¬ 
sideration, but pointed out that 
during the creation of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Development Plan resi¬ 
dents told the planners that they 
felt it was an ideal piece of land 
for light industrial because there 
is not much of that type of land 
in town. Therefore, when the 
plan was completed, the Moyle 
Estate property was set aside 
for that purpose. 

"That land was destined to be 
industrial land," said Wigg. 

Council passed the 
redesignation of the land. The 
next step for the town is to apply 
for subdivision.

YOA merely old car with new 
paint, charges Thompson 
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The Youth Criminal Justice 
Act introduced today by Justice 
Minister Anne McLellan is noth¬ 
ing more than the same old car 
with a new paint job. 

The four main messages from 
this new legislation are as fol¬ 
lows: 

•Publication of names for 
certain offences classified as 
adult. 

•The problem with this part 
of the Bill is it limits publication 
to five situations, murder, at¬ 
tempted murder, manslaughter, 
aggravated sexual assault and 
repeat serious violent offences. 
This certainly leaves a lot of 
violent and frightening offences 
out of the loop. 

•The age of youth offenders 
remains at 12 to 17. 

•Many Canadians, the Re¬ 
form Party and an all Party 
(except the Bloc) Justice Com¬ 
mittee review called for the low¬ 
ering of the age to cover youth 
10 to 15 years. I am surprised 
that the Minister did not see fit 
to listen to these interested par¬ 
ties. 

•The legislation permits opt¬ 
ing out provisions. In other 
words, youths may escape adult 
sentencing depending on the 
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policies of each province and 
each court. 

•The problem with this sec¬ 
tion of the Bill is that it doesn't 
provide universality of Cana¬ 
dian law. Canadians, and espe¬ 
cially victims, do not want to 
see violent young offenders re¬ 
ceive different treatment depend¬ 
ing on where the offence oc¬ 
curred. 

•The legislation doesn't ad¬ 
dress the federal government 
failure to fulfil the 50-50 cost 


sharing agreement with the 
provinces on youth justice, they 
have announced $206 million 
over three years but that is only 
to cover the new provision of 
this legislation. 

What is apparent from this 
legislation, is that the govern¬ 
ment is still shortchanging the 
provinces and our youth justice 
program. The youth justice sys¬ 
tem cannot effectively operate 
without the financial commit¬ 
ment of the federal government.

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Trustee asks, technology; is there value for the dollar?

As technology pervades the 
work place, and the schools, 
one trustee is asking if the suc¬ 
cess of learning with technol¬ 
ogy can be measured. 

Dr. Doug Campbell asked the 
board when examining prelimi¬ 
nary budget allocations, "We 
have a lot of dollars on the 
technology aspect of education. 
Is there any means to evaluate 
whether or not it has been suc¬ 
cessful?" 

Campbell clarified that he was 
not saying that technology 
shouldn't be used in schools, 
but rather wondered if the dol¬ 
lars being spent were actually 
producing better, more employ¬ 
able students coming out of 
Chinook's Edge school division. 


Dr. Peter Darby, assistant 
superintendent in charge of 
technology for the board an¬ 
swered Campbell's question by 
saying that really there is no 
means by which measure if the 
students are better, but rather 
if the programs themselves are 
being delivered effectively. 

"I have no way of assessing 
that,” said Darby. 

Campbell asked, "Are we do¬ 
ing a better job?" 

To which, Darby answered, 
We are doing a necessary job... 
I don't believe we have any choice 
but to use it." 

Campbell said that although 
he surely recognized that it was 
necessary, he wondered if there 
was value for the dollar. 

Superintendent, Herb Fader 


said that the board must move 
along at the rate that the world 
is moving with technology to 
produce students that are at all 
employable, who have the skills 
to compete in a job market and 
in society. 

However, Fader also added 
that he can understand where 
the question would arise, in be¬ 
ing sure the board was not go¬ 
ing overboard in their technol¬ 
ogy spending and ideology. 

'We're looking at a balance of 
technology and regular instruc¬ 
tion in this division."

that technology has to be inte¬ 
grated into all subject areas," 
said Fader. 

Darby said, "Technology is 
something that is pervasive in 
our lives. It is everywhere we 
are. The very future of our na¬ 
tion will depend on how well we 
handle and deal with technol¬ 
ogy." He brought a very broad 
picture to whether or not there 
is value in the dollars being 
spent, saying that Canadians as 
a whole are falling behind many 
nations, and Chinook's students 
in the bigger picture need to be 
on the leading edge. 

He also addressed the need, 
especially in rural areas to try 
to keep up to the students in the 
cities of Alberta. He said access 
to technology is often more dif¬ 
ficult in rural areas because it is 
more expensive. 

Campbell agreed. "I know we 
can't just jump off the bandwagon 
and pretend it is not going there." 
However he said, it more tradi¬ 
tional methods, it is easy to meas¬ 


ure outcomes through provin¬ 
cial testing in subject areas, or in 
personnel issues, it is just harder 
to see how to measure the effects 
of the use of technology. 

Many board members said they 
felt that the question of dollar 
value and outcome was a very 
profound issue. 

Assistant superintendent, 
Lyall Thomson added to the dis¬ 
cussion, "I always view technol¬ 
ogy as a tool." He said any stu¬ 
dent needs to go out into the 
world with the basic tools to 
function, just as they need the 
basic human resource skills. 

To close the discussion, Roy 
Brassard, board chair said that 
he appreciated Campbell having 
brought the issue to the table. 

He said, "We need to be as 
vigilant and concerned about the 
outcome of all of this technology, 
as we are about promoting it." 

" I feel very, very comfortable 
with where we are at with tech¬ 
nology in this division, as long as 
we keep one hand on the wheel."

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Cash injection welcomed, say local health officials

Mixed reaction to the increase 
in provincial health spending 
came from Regional Health Au¬ 
thority Five. 

Board member, Jim Turner, 
who also lives in Didsbury, says 
although an increase is always 
good, the bottom line may not 
be as appealing as it first seems. 

Provincial treasurer 

Stockwell Day announced last 
week that overall spending in 
health care will increase 8.7% 
in the 1999/2000 budget equat¬ 
ing to $386 million across the 
province. 

In Region Five, the dollar 
share of that increase to the 
budget will work out to 6.3% 
increase, or $2.3 million. 

However, Turner says, "By 
the time it gets down here and 
by the time they are finished 
with salary negotiations, there's 
probably not going to be a lot 
left." He is referring to an in¬ 
crease in doctor's salaries, in 


addition to expected increase 
that nurses will receive once 
their negotiations are complete. 

Turner had not had a chance 
to thoroughly discuss the cash 
injection with the board or the 
region's CEO who was in Ed¬ 
monton digging out the details 
of the allotments. 

One allotment that did catch 
Turner's attention was $3.2 
million, or an increase of 32% to 
the Rural Physician Initiative 
Plan. The program is designed 
to enhance efforts to recruit and 
retain physicians in rural areas 
such as Didsbury and area. 

It was not known at press 
time what portion of that money 
would come into Region Five, 
but Turner says that anything 
that will help in that respect is 
welcomed. 

"That is something we are 
taking a stronger look at," said 
Turner. 

Region Five CEO, Jim 
Ramsbottom was unavailable to 


comment as he was with Minis¬ 
ter of Health's office determin¬ 
ing details. However, the re¬ 
gion's spokesman, Randy 
Kilburn said, "Certainly we are 
pleased with any increase in 
funding." 

The additional dollars will 
bring RHA5's budget from 
$36,272 million to about $38.5 
million. 

He added, "Where that $2.3 
million will be directed hasn't 
been determined yet." 

It is expected that a great 
deal of that money will be put 
into hiring front line staff at 
hospitals. Day announced that 
about 1000 workers will be hired 
across the province. 

"It is anticipated some direc¬ 
tion of how much will go toward 
hiring full-time staff," said 
Kilburn. 

When Day delivered his 
budget speech on Thursday, he 
said, We knew our health care 
system needed a cash infusion, 


but cash isn't the only answer." 
He said that in the next three 
years, health care will account 
for more than 30% of provincial 
government spending, and he 
indicated that the government 
will need direction how to con¬ 
trol that amount. 

'We know we can't spend be¬ 
yond our means, even in prior¬ 
ity areas," said Day. 

When the local region was 
asked where they thought the 
ceiling for health spending 
should be, Kilburn answered, 
"All the board can do is inform 
Alberta Health about our fund¬ 
ing requirements." He said there 
is a certain level that needs to be 
sustained in order to continue 
programs and balance budgets. 

The Region is still working 
on its budget for the coming 
fiscal year, however the dead¬ 
line for completion and submis¬ 
sion of that budget has been 
moved back from the end of 
March to April 30. Kilburn says 


the Minister of Health has 
strongly indicated that expects 
the region's to submit a bal¬ 
anced budget, and that is what 
Health Authority Five intends 
to do. 

There was also an announce¬ 
ment that funding would be 
made available to ensure that 
all regions' equipment will be 
ready for the strike of midnight 
on Dec. 31, 1999 heading into 
the new millennium. A one-time 
allocation of $33 million is des¬ 
ignated to be sure that all equip¬ 
ment is Y2K compliant. 

Kilburn says he is sure that 
money will help, and ensures 
that the region is prepared. 

"Our Y2K coordinator is very 
confident the entire region will 
be Y2K compliant by midnight, 
Dec. 31, 1999," said Kilburn. 

Further details of how the 
region will spend the money will 
be released once discussion with 
Alberta Health and the CEO are 
complete.

Although local councillors 
dispute the 49% usage rate, and 
say that real time numbers show 
a higher rate, they still acknowl¬ 
edge that there is an outflow of 
patients into other areas such 
as Olds and Calgary. 

"What are some of the things 
that can happen at the hospital 
that aren't happening." 

Didsbury mayor Ray Lea said

In fact, that issue is addressed 
in a letter being sent to the Min¬ 
ister of Health asking that he 
appoint someone to do an inde¬ 
pendent corporate review of the 
health authority. It states, "There 
exists no doubt that our current 
facility does not have an effective 
marketing strategy in place. The

About a month ago we began hauling cactus and 
amaryllis downstairs to make room to bring the gerani¬ 
ums up. There are eight geraniums, we carried them in 
from the deck last fall when it began to get cold. There is 
a lemony one that is supposed to discourage mosquitos 
and flies, a trailing ivy type, one white, one of each hot 
pink, medium pink and pale pink, and two salmons. There 
were several more of them outside but they were all in 
planters or pots that were too heavy to lift or they might 
have gone downstairs as well. As it was I chose a represen¬ 
tation from each variety and they survived in the big 
basement windows. There is also a couple of Deiffenbachia 
stumps that may or may not be alive, two overgrown pots 
of aloe vera, some amaryllis, and a couple of cactus so you 
can imagine what my basement windows looked like. 

Geraniums that have been in the basement for several 
months tend to become pretty lanky. Sensible people cut 
them back and allow them to come from the bottom, lush 
and verdant and ready to produce lots of flowers on the 
new growth. These same sensible persons throw away the 
lanky trimmings and if they want more plants they buy 
sturdy little specimens from the greenhouse. Soft hearted, 
mushy minded people cannot bear to throw away healthy 
slips that have the potential for meaningful life so they pot 
them up and crowd every surface of their house that can 
be reached by sunlight. I now have 27 small pots, many of 
which contain two or more slips, and of course the 
original eight large plants. I also have an enormous multi¬ 
stemmed Deiffenbachia, a nine-foot SchefTlera (umbrella 
tree) four ivy's, a spider plant, a pointsettia, a begonia and 
two very large cactus that my husband refused to carry 
downstairs. You can imagine what my living room looks 
like. 

All this horticultural activity must be biologically 
induced by the lengthening days. Spring is in the air, the 
eagles are back, the chickadees are singing their spring 
song and we can hear owls in the big trees east of the 
house. Our baby calves are arriving, wide-eyed innocents 
bouncing in the sunshine. A couple more weeks and there 
will be bluebirds. The seed catalogues are here. 

Last year was our first season with our own green¬ 
house. We started late, didn't have any experience with 
special greenhouse varieties and didn't prune hard enough. 
We had lots of very nice tomatoes but had a hard time 
finding them in the jungle. We also had a few good 
cucumbers but they would have been nicer if we had found 
them before they were so huge. This year we are going to 
use a more scientific approach but the tomatoes may find 
themselves a bit crowded by the geraniums and bedding 
plants because I plan to put them in the greenhouse as 
soon as it gets warm enough to do so. Because I will have 
a place to put them I look forward to buying bedding 
plants early this year while selection is still really good. 
Usually I buy late and haul them in and out of the house 
for three weeks. Last year I left several trays full in front 
of the garage and the dogs took a fast short cut under the 
deck and straight through about $40 worth of petunias. 
Plastic pots, shattered plants, dirt, tears and curses in 
equal parts. 

Because we are having the Olson Family Reunion here 
this summer we especially want the yards to be nice, but 
we have had at least two good gardening years in a row 
and the odds are that we will not get three in succession. 
Shall I plant the tried and true petunias, sweetpeas, 
pansies and poppies or shall I try for something more 
exotic? Dare I hope for good dahlias in the raised beds or 
will it be too cold for them. Should I use dusty miller or 
alyssum for edging? Can I get enough trailing lobelia from 
seed and what shall we have in the hanging pots? Will the 
scarlet runner beans that I saved germinate? Did the new 
Rayflower and Monarda survive the winter? How can I 
keep the deer from eating the rosebuds as soon as they 
form. Gardening here in the Foothills is a constant 
challenge. It is fraught with frustration and disappoint¬ 
ment and there is no guarantee that we won't get frost in 
any month. But it's Spring, the seed catalogues are here 
and the urge to plant and grow is irresistible. What am I 
going to do with all those geraniums?

The Clear the Air 
Campaign is encouraging Albertans to refrain from smoking in the 
home to qualify to win numerous prizes including a smoke-free 
family cruise aboard Carnival's MS Paradise, weekend getaways to 
the Rockies and various local prizes. Didsbury's Public Health 
Nurse, Tara Briggs says she strongly supports the program and 
encourages Didsburians to "clear the air" for the sake of their 
health and more importantly the health of their children. All 
participants will receive a package containing signs and informa¬ 
tion to help keep their homes smoke-free. 

The campaign was successfully piloted across Alberta in 1998 
with over 19,000 households taking part, making the project the 
largest of its kind in Canada. 

Les Hagen, executive director of action on smoking and health 
and organizer of the Clear of the Air Campaign has even bigger 
expectations for Campaign '99. We’re aiming to register 30,000 
smoke-free households this year in Alberta. We urge all Albertans 
to 'Clear the Air' and win by calling 1-800-905-5210 to declare their 
homes smoke-free. Secondhand smoke is a serious health hazard 
that can be easily addressed by simply smoking outside" Hagen 
added. 

"Children and people with asthma, allergies, and heart disease 
are particularly at risk from the health effects of secondhand 
smoke," said Dr. Roger Hodkinson, honorary chairman.

Better Access 
to Health 
Services 

Albertans want continued access to 
quality publicly funded health services 
when they need them. It was a key 
theme of the health summit. Total 
provincial health spending in Alberta 
will increase by $9.15 million, or 21 per 
cent over the next three years. This 
fiscal year, the health budget is up by 
$386 million. This represents an 8.7 per 
cent increase over 1998-99. Health 
spending in 1999-2(XX) will be $4,851 
billion. This works out to more than 
$13 million a day for the health system, 
or close to $6,500 a year for a family of 
four. Overall, health authorities will 
receive an additional $261 million this 
fiscal year, providing additional 
resources to hire more front-line staff to 
increase services in long-term care, 
home care, acute care, and hospital 
emergency wards. In addition to dollars 
that deal with a growing population, 
every region will receive at least a three 
per cent increase in funding.

Budget 99 commits an additional 
$150 million in infrastructure for 
municipal transportation. On top of the 
$1.2 billion we now spend on 
infrastructure, rural municipalities will 
receive $20 million more a year for 
local roads. As well. $29 million a year 
has been set aside for completion of the 
rural component of the north-south 
trade corridor and the rural primary 
highway program. In addition, $99.4 
million in support will be provided to 
municipalities through conditional and 
unconditional grants in 1999-2IXK). 


Dollars and Decisions 


Budget '99 acts on Albertans' priorities by striking the right balance. Spending totals 
$16.2 billion and responds to the needs of Albertans by investing in health, education 
and children: 

• with more funding to increase front-line health care staff, providing improved 
access to health services 

• by strengthening education, creating new spaces for post-secondary students 

• by helping families, through expanded children's initiatives 

• and by cutting taxes, to leave more money in the hands of Albertans. 

Cutting Edge tax reform means Albertans will save $55 million this year as the province 
matches federal increases in personal and spousal exemptions. By 2(X)2. the tax cut will 
amount to $6(X> million. Alberta will then have a new. simplified tax system, a single tax 
rate of 11 per cent. Personal and spousal exemptions will be further increased to $ 11.620. 
so an additional 78.IXX) Albertans with low incomes will pay no provincial tax whatsoever. 
This new tax system is the first of its kind in Canada. 

[ A single-income family earning $30,000 will see their taxes fall by about $1,800. 
They will go from paying tax to receiving a refund.

Focus on tfte Family 

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of Focus on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated 
to the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of pediatrics at the University of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of Childrens’s Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in govermental activities relating to the preservation of the family. 


QUESTION: I made a little off- 
handed comment the other day about 
my daughter's hair, and she cried 
for an hour. I didn't mean to hurt 
her. I guess she's just more sensi¬ 
tive than I thought. Do I have to 
walk on eggshells around her? 

DR. DOBSON: You should al¬ 
ways be mindful that your daughter is listening to what you say about her and 
that she's "reading" the subtle attitudes you might like to conceal. Kids are 
extremely sensitive to their parents' love and respect. That's why adults must 
learn to guard what they say in their presence. 

Many times I have been consulted by a mother regarding a particular 
problem her child is having. As Mom describes the details of the boy or girl's 
problems, I notice that the subject of all this conversation is standing about a 
yard behind her. His ears are 10 feet tall as he listens to a candid description 
of all his faults. The child may remember that conversation for a lifetime. 

Parents often inadvertently convey disrespect to a child whom they genu¬ 
inely love. For example, Mom may become tense and nervous when little Jimmy 
speaks to guests or outsiders. She butts in to explain what he is trying to say 


or laughs nervously when his remarks sound foolish. When someone asks 
him a direct question, she interrupts and answers for him. She reveals her 
frustration when she is trying to comb his hair or make him "look nice" for 
an important event. 

He knows Mom thinks it is an impossible assignment. If he is to spend a 
weekend away from the family, the mother gives him an extended lecture on 
how to avoid making a fool of himself. These subtle behaviors are signals to 
the child that the mother doesn't trust him with her image and that he must 
be supervised closely to avoid embarrassing the whole family. He reads 
disrespect in her manner, though it is framed in genuine love. 

The first step in building a strong self-concept in your child is to be very 
careful what you say and do in his or her presence. 

Be particularly cautious about the matters of physical attractiveness and 
intelligence. 

These are two 
primary "soft 
spots" where 
boys and girls 
are most vul¬ 
nerable.

The Power of Prayer: Science proves the theory

Nobel Prize receiver, Pro¬ 
fessor Dr. Alexie Carrel, called 
prayer the most powerful form 
of energy that exists. 

Former atheist, Dr. N. 
Stowell, and four of his scien¬ 
tist co-workers measured the 
brain function of a lady that 
was dying from brain cancer. 
The highly sensitive radio 
wave measuring device they 
used measured 500 units to¬ 
ward the positive and 500 units 
towards the negative. A radio 
wave sent from a 50 kilowatt 
transmitter strong enough to 
go around the world regis¬ 
tered 9 units + on the ma¬ 
chine. They also installed a 
mike over her bed and watched 
her progress towards a lonely 
death on gauges, screens and 
loud speakers from another 
room.

Greatly moved through this 
confession of faith and hope in 
the hour of her death, the five 
scientists looked at each other 
without being ashamed of the 
tears that were running down 
their cheeks. Dr. Stowell 
writes that he cried like he 
had not cried since his child¬ 
hood. 

Suddenly they heard a click 
from the radio wave measur¬ 
ing machine that they had to¬ 
tally forgotten about. Check¬ 
ing it, they found that the 
needle was hitting the peg at 
the end of the 500 units posi¬ 
tive side while the dying lady 
was still praying. 

Dr. Stowell and his co-work- 
ers were greatly surprised by 
the discovery that the brain 
waves of a dying woman speak¬ 
ing with God were 55 times 
stronger than a radio message 
that goes around the world. 

A short time later, Dr. 
Stowell put his gadgets onto a 
patient that was famous for 
his bad language and temper. 
A cooperating nurse teased the 
man which resulted in a bad 
outburst of cursing and red 
hot anger. The needle clicked 
onto the 500 units negative 
side. Dr. Stowell, who had been 
a cynical atheist, believing God 
to be the dream of simple folks, 
realized how silly his belief 
had been and became a be¬ 
liever in God. 

Who would have thought 


that there is such awesome 
power in our minds? Each one 
of us has to ask ourselves how 
best to use this power for self, 
for others and for God. With 
this power children, sick peo¬ 
ple, housewives and simple folk 
have the means to create God's 
Kingdom on Earth for them¬ 
selves and others. 

With each positive thought, 
action, and prayer we become 
co-creators in God's Universe. 
A child's or housewife's simple 
prayer can create more good 


than a world wide conference 
on peace and human rights 
often attended by paid politi¬ 
cal glory seekers. 

The test on Mr. Foulmouth, 
shows us how dangerous nega¬ 
tive thoughts and utterings 


are. God made us humans and 
as such, we do fail, but He 
gave us free will and this awe¬ 
some power of prayer to show 
ourselves as worthy children 
of His. Let's use it, this gift of 
prayer!

This time I am going to write about a very well known Pioneer 
family, the Berschts. Mr. J.V. Berscht was a shoemaker, his 
business opened in 1903 on Main St. where the Antique Store now 
stands, Mr. Len Berscht is still in business at this site. 

Ninety-three years in business is a tribute to a hard working 
family, looking after the needs of their community. 

The first business suffered a tragic fire on New Year's Eve in 
1913/14. When the whole Main St. was gutted, many businesses 
suffered this loss, some never recovered, but J.V. was made of 
sterner stuff. 

He opened up again in 1915, this time extending his business to 
Haberdashery, this business flourished so his son Russel joined 
him in 1921, all the best dressed gentlemen in town were clothed 
by the Berschts. 

Another tragic fire destroyed the business in 1925, but did that 
put an end to this business, not on your life, like the Phoenix they 
rose from the ashes once again. Still in the same location, these old 
Pioneers were a tough lot to be sure. 

J.V. died in 1957 a great loss to Didsbury, Russel followed in 
1986. So Len who had joined his Dad and brother in the store in 
1933 carried on the tradition of good merchandise and good 
service. 

Len closed the Haberdashery business in 1978, but kept on the 
Memorial Flag business which he still maintains today. 

We have a display at the museum to honor these fine Pioneer 
gentlemen, they will be remembered into perpetuity.

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CWB has 
solution 


The CWB last week released 
an action plan designed to 
strengthen the grain supply 
chain and provide solutions to 
the transportation debate grip¬ 
ping Western Canada. 

CWB Board member Ian 
McCreary said the action plan, 
Linking Farmers to Custom¬ 
ers, was developed to ensure the 
transportation industry will 
meet the commercial challenges 
of the future. "Our plan would 
create a marketplace in which 
many of the Estey recommenda¬ 
tions could be implemented," 
McCreary said. 

The plan calls for action items 
to create a more competitive 
and lower-cost grain transpor¬ 
tation environment and to 
strengthen commercial con¬ 
tracts between the CWB, grain 
companies and the railways. A 
copy of the full document is on 
the CWBs Web site at 
www.cwb.ca. 

Some CWB Board members 
discussed the plan with Trans¬ 
port Minister David Collenette 
in a meeting in Winnipeg last 
Friday. They also met with Min¬ 
ister Ralph Goodale last month 
to discuss transportation is¬ 
sues. 

McCreary said the CWB will 
continue to meet with farmers 
across the Prairies. The farm 
meetings will focus on the im¬ 
plications of the Estey report 
and the elements of the CWBs 
new action plan. 

"We will also talk to farm 
groups to explore areas of com¬ 
mon ground," McCreary said, 
adding that a meeting is planned 
for March 30 in Winnipeg. In¬ 
dustry representatives will be 
invited to an April 9 meeting in 
Winnipeg to discuss the action 
plan. "Our intention is to dis¬ 
cuss solutions for transporta¬ 
tion in a forum of open and 
frank exchange," McCreary 
said. 

The CWB is one of the world’s 
largest wheat and barley mar¬ 
keters.

Growing canola in your field rotation

Spring is just around the 
corner, and we are all starting 
to itch to get into the fields 
again. If you haven't decided 
what crops you are going to 
grow this year, now would be 
the time to do so. Choosing a 
crop is not as easy as it once 
used to be. Alternate crops, new 
varieties, plant diseases, herbi¬ 
cide tolerance plus marketing 
all have to be considered before 
seed is purchased. When your 
head stops reeling from infor¬ 
mation overload there are some 
important things to consider 
that will help you with your 
crop plans. 

The majority of farmers have 
some sort of an idea of a rota¬ 


tion plan for the next year or 
two at least. Ideally rotating 
cereals and oilseeds is always in 
your best interest. A diverse 
combination of cereals, oilseeds, 
legumes and grasses means you 
will be constantly changing 
plant systems and in doing so 
you will be reducing the chance 
of disease and insect carryover 
from the previous year. The 
problem is, having a diverse 
crop rotation may not always 
be the most economical solu¬ 
tion. Sometimes the best crop 
to grow to optimize rotational 
benefits is not the crop that is 
bringing the highest price at 
the elevator. 

Canola over the past several 
years has brought some farm¬ 
ers the most dollar returns back 


to the farm and even with the 
drop in prices over the past 
couple months, to many it still 
may be the best option. It is 
recommended that canola be 
grown once in every four years 
to prevent a buildup of diseases 
and weeds. If you plan on push¬ 
ing canola to a shorter rotation 
you should be extra careful in 
your variety choices this year. 

One concern you should have 
when you are choosing a canola 
variety is blackleg. If you are 
going to grow back to back 
canola or canola in two years 
you must grow a blackleg re¬ 
sistant variety. Blackleg resist¬ 
ant or moderately resistant 
canola should be grown if you 
are going to use canola in a one 
in three or four year rotation. 


You should remember that even 
these varieties can show signs 
of blackleg if there is a strong 
enough pressure. 

Weeds are the next big con¬ 
cern with your canola crop, 
especially volunteer canola. If 
you are growing canola in a 
short rotation, volunteer canola 
can become a huge concern. 
This is where herbicide toler¬ 
ant canola varieties are benefi¬ 
cial. HTCs are very effective in 
removing unwanted volunteers. 
You will want to avoid using 
the same herbicide tolerant sys¬ 
tem back to back or you will 
run the risk of having herbicide 
tolerant volunteer canola. 

It is important to remember 
that if your crop has problems 
with diseases or weeds there 
will be a reduction in yield as 
well as higher input costs. When 
you are figuring your dollar 
return on your crop don’t forget 
to factor this in. Sometimes, if 
yields are lower or costs are 
higher, it is more economical to 
grow a lower value crop.

•At a glance 

The CWB and CPR reached 
an out-of-court settlement in 
the dispute over the shipping 
problems experienced during 
the 1996-97 crop year. The 
value of the settlement, pay¬ 
able to the CWB to be distrib¬ 
uted to Prairie farmers, is ap¬ 
proximately $15 million. The 
settlement will be paid to the 
CWB in 1999 and 2000. In 
addition, under the terms of 
the agreement, the CWB will 
discontinue its lawsuit against 
CPR. This is a no-fault settle¬ 
ment. 

CWB President and CEO 
Greg Arason met with mem¬ 
bers of the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Agri¬ 


culture and Agri-food March 9. 

Effective March 9, 1999, ini¬ 
tial payments for all grades of 
wheat and durum wheat, ex¬ 
cluding feed, will increase by 
$10-18 per tonne. Initial pay¬ 
ments for feed barely will in¬ 
crease by $10 per tonne. Farm¬ 
ers who delivered these grains 
to the CWB between Aug. 1, 
1998 and March 8, 1999 will 
receive an adjustment payment 
to be mailed March 19 or re¬ 
ceived by direct deposit March 
16. 

The CWBs "Let's talk trans¬ 
portation meetings" resume 
this week with five meetings 
planned in Luseland, 
Kamsack, Kindersley and 
Elfros, SK and Newdale, MB.

Attendees to the show will also be treated to two daily cooking 
shows presented by Tony Thompson, local TV personality. 

The trade show was kicked off with a reception on March 16 at 
the Westerner. A selection of processed meats, produced by Alber¬ 
ta’s own specialty meat processors will be judged for the first an¬ 
nual best of its kind award. 

Entrance to the show is free.

Why worry about calf health now-I don't start calving until 
March 15. "An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure." I 
believe that there is not a more suitable statement when it comes 
to managing for calf health and vigour. 

The management of the cow herd during the 60 days before and 
after calving is the most critical of the entire year. The condition 
of a beef cow at calving, both in terms of her "fatness" and her 
immunological status, is very critical. This will set the stage for 
her productivity, ability to cycle and rebreed, and of course, calf 
health and vigor. These are key items in any cow-calf operation. 

It is important to evaluate your situation early enough so that 
you are in a position to react if required. What happened last year? 
Did you have scours problems? These are just a few of the 
questions we need to ask ourselves to ensure that we work towards 
eliminating/reducing our production shortfalls. 

If you had a scour problem last year, was it a result of immunity 
status, colostrum quality and volume, or hygiene. If scours were 
a problem, try to focus in on why. Visit with your veterinarian, beef 
specialist, or nutritionist now to discuss strategy. Your approach 
may include things like vaccinations, increased vitamin E levels, 
cow body condition, etc. 

Do you have the necessary equipment for the calving season, are 
you pullers (hopefully we don't need them) clean and sterilized and 
in good shape? Do we have some needed medications, iodine. 
Vitamin ADE, antibiotics for the cow if needed? Do we have some 
spare colostrum or electrolytes around? How is the squeeze or 
chute does it work correctly and safely? 

I often get asked about cows needing to gain weight or should 
they be losing weight in the last 60 days, the real answer is they 
need to be at a body condition score of 2.5 or 3. Either way we may 
not impact how fast the cows cycle, but we sure do have an effect 
on those cows as to how many become pregnant on that first 
service. 

In any case, the time is now to evaluate the overall status of your 
cow herd as you approach this critical period in her biological 
cycle.

Bowden Institute has awarded 
contract for new building 


Southbend Construction Company Ltd. has been awarded an $847, 212 competitive contract on 
behalf of Correctional Service Canada to construct a new stores building at Bowden Institution, 
a medium-security correctional facility located in Bowden, 40 km south of Red Deer. The building 
will be the drop-ofT point for all deliveries to the facility, including food and dry goods, cleaning 
products and laundry supplies. 

The announcement was made today by the Honourable Anne McLellan, Minister of Justice and 
Attorney General of Canada, on behalf of the Honourable Alfonso Gagliano, Minster of Public 
Works and Government Services. "I am always pleased to announce contracts like this one, as they 
demonstrate how the Government of Canada's contracting process is working," said Minister 
McLellan, "Here we have an example of a company whose bid represented the best value to the 
Crown out of 19 bid submissions. Moreover, this contract will maintain 10 jobs." 

The one-storey 38m x 21m pre-engineered steel building will include five delivery bays and four 
offices. Southbend Construction Company Ltd. will also be responsible for siteworks, such as a 
parking area for delivery trucks, as well as landscaping, and electrical and mechanical work. The 
project is scheduled for completion at the end of July. 

Funding for this contract was provided for in the February 1999 federal budget and is therefore 
built into the existing fiscal framework.
